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The three capitals of North 
America—Washington, Ottawa and 
Mexico City—are to be joined by 
air, according to plans now being 
made for a mammoth extension of 
air mail service. 

Postoffice departments of the 
United States and Mexico are ar- 
ranging final details for most of 
the route as this is written. With 
the dove-tailing of this service and 
the Montreal line at New York, 
a tri-nation hook-up will be se- 





cured. 

The new route will be about 
3,000 miles long, the longest in 
North America. Cities to be 


served are Ottawa, Montreal, Bos- 
ton, New York, Washington, Rich- 
mond, Atlanta, Birmingham, Mo- 
bile, New Orleans, Houston, (pos- 
sibly San Antonio), Laredo, Nuevo- 
Laredo (where the Mexican division 
begins), Monterey, San Luis Potosi 
and Mexico City. 

“This service will slice North 
America just as the San Francisco- 
New York line divides the United 
States,” says a bulletin from the 
National Geographic Society. “In 
about 48 hours planes will pass 
from the land of baked beans to 
the land of chile con carne; from 
the Canadian capitol to the moun- 
tain valley metropolis of Mexico 
City; from the heat of Washing- 
ton and Richmond to the cool 
breezes of San Luis Potosi; from 
the cotton fields and cane brakes 
of the South to the orange groves 
of the Southern Republic. 

“Air mail planes leaving Boston 
at 6:15 p. m. will carry letters 
scheduled to arrive at Laredo at 
2:30 p. m. the next day. The 
transit time by train is four days. 


From Air Travel News 


Although the details are yet to be 
worked out, Mexican planes prob- 
ably will pick up the relay at once 
reaching the capital about 9:30 
p. m., cutting the letter-delivery 
time between New York and Mex- 
ico City by three to four days. 
“While Mexico has already built 
an entirely new air route over its 
section, the United States must 
extend its present service. The 
service south to Atlanta went into 
operation last spring and now is 
being operated regularly to New 


Orleans. From New Orleans to 
Laredo a completely new route 


must be prospected and arranged 
for. 

“Names of all the American 
towns on the route ring familiarly, 
but the Mexican cities, with the 
exception of Mexico City are little 
known north of the Rio Grande. 
Thumbnail sketchs will fix them in 
mind Nuevo Laredo, Mexican twin 
of Laredo; Monterrey, the Chicago 
of Mexico, and San Luis Potosi, a 
rich mining town. 

“Once in Mexico, the new air 
mail route follows the National 
Railways of Mexico line south from 
Nuevo Laredo. For 165 miles over 
the sun-baked cactus-spiked, semi- 
desert there almost is nothing of 
interest; but Monterrey, the first 
stop, is a good introduction to 
Mexico, partly because it is not 
entirely Mexican. English is spok- 
en quite widely and there are 
American magazines and even an 
English language newspaper to as- 
sure the traveler from the North 
that he has not entirely cut him- 
self off from his homeland. Mon- 
terrey also smokes familiarly with 
many factories, for it is the chief

ands 


manufacturing city of Mexico, and 
in this industrial activity there is 
a reminder which has given the 
city its nickname, ‘the Chicago of 
Mexico.’ 

“From Monterrey, the air mail 
plane climbs over encircling moun- 
tains to skirt Saltillo, which may 
be an emergency stop. Peaks and 
ridges confront the pilot on every 
hand frem Monterrey south and 
the farther he goes the higher they 
rise. It is not ‘flying country. 

“At Saltillo, the air mail is over 
the capital of Texas—or what was 
once the capital of Texas—for Sal- 
tillo is the capital of Coahuila, a 
state which at one time included 
Texas but has been shorn of most 
of the vast acreage it commanded 
in Mexico’s heyday. 

“Lovely San Luis Potosi, a clean, 
sparkling city, lies in a beautiful 
valley. Although it is below the 
Tropic of Cancer line, its summer 
temperatures are colder than the 
hottest spells most American cities 
must endure; and yet San Luis 
Potosi has groves of citrus and 
other tropical fruits at its very 
doors. 

“Fortunately the mines that have 
made the city and have built its 
innumerable magnificent churches, 
cecur not too close to tarnish the 
municipal housekeeping. And 
although they were discovered by 
the Spaniards, the mines continue 
to be worked to this day. More 
than $3,000,000 in silver is said to 
be minted every year in San Luis 
Potosi. 

“About halfway between San 
Luis Potosi and Mexico City, the 
air mail pays its respects to Quere-

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lowing that has grown to consider- 
able proportions and then slowly 
dwindled away. Perhaps Precancels 
more than any other line have at- 
tracted a following that has grown 
and hung on, longer and more dog- 
gedly than the “following of any 
other particular class of stamps. It 
seems however that there is some- 
thing lacking, something wrong 
somewhere with this branch of col- 
lecting. It is certain that it is not 
due to lack of material to collect. 
The probabilities are that it is this 
very thing that will in the end ruin 
the game. Then we had plate num- 
bers for many years, these are still 
gathered by certain collectors but 
this game is one that is cut out for 
the wealthy collector and even they 
are greatly handicapped in their 
work by certain rules and stand- 
ards that have been set for the 
method of collecting. It has al- 
ways been our belief that if plate 
numbers were seriously collected 
by collecting only the single stamp 
with number attached that the fol- 
lowers of the numbers would have 
been much more numerous than at 
present. When we insist on col- 
lecting these in blox of four or six 
or in strips of three, we multiply 
the cost so that it makes it prohib- 
itive for many. We know an Indi- 
these 


ana collector who forgets 
rules and takes them singly and 


he has amassed a very handsome 
collection. 


The latest hobby, and one that 
shows every indication of becom- 
ing a more or less permanent one 
is the collecting of Air Mail 
Stamps and Air Mail Covers. The 
field is such that it offers attrac- 
tions for every class of collector. 
If you like unused stamps you can 
get them thus, from every corner 
of the world, while if you prefer 
U. S. alone you can confine your 
collection to these and have plenty 
to gather if you go in for the 
covers. If you like used stamps 
you can have them that way and 
if you want covers you will find 
them plentiful. Even covers of no 
particular flight, just as long as 
they are flown covers make a very 
fine field and carry with them, his- 
tory, romance, daring, enough to 
hold the interest of anyone. The 
most popular part of this new field 
of collecting is what are known 
as first day covers. All over this 
great country as well as in for- 
eign countries, new air ways are 
being planned and laid out. It 
has become the custom on the oc- 
casion of the first flights from any 
of these new airports to use spe- 
cial cancellation marks or “cach- 
ets” on the envelopes so that each 
cover is plainly marked to show 
that it was used on the first flight 
from the particular city or airport. 
These first flight covers become 
rare in proportion to the number 
that have been mailed. On the oc- 


casion of any great event in con- 
nection with aviation or with the 
airport of any certain city, spe- 
cial cancellations or cachets are 
sometimes used and such covers are 
in demand. ; 

This branch of collecting is 
drawing many followers and what 
will make and has made the col- 
lection of these covers a permanent 
part of stamp collecting is the fact 
that its followers stand ready to 
pay top prices for the rare pieces. 

Years ago, the pony express car- 


ricd mail from St. Joseph, Mis- 
souri, to California and other 
points. Throughout California, 


mail was handled by a great num- 
ber of different Companies oper- 
ating as Express Companies. To- 
day, collectors are paying very 
high prices for the rare covers that 
were handled by these different 
companies, the covers being iden- 
tified by the names of the Express 
Companies or by cancellations or 
rubber stamp “cachet” markings. 
Today, this same thing is being 
done by Air. It is being done not 
only in one part of the country, 
not only in a few states, but all 
over America, all over the world 
and stamp collectors have the op- 
portunity to pick up today, covers 
that fifty years from now will be 
worth as much or more than Cali- 
fornia Express Covers are selling 
at today.

The Kiwanis Club at Bellefonte, 
Pa., is sponsoring a celebration in 
honor of the Tenth Anniversary of 
the New York to Chicago, air mail 
route. Special cachets will be 
placed on all air mail leaving Belle- 
fonte on December 18. Mr. George 
T. Bush of Bellfonte, Pa., is chair- 
man of the committee in charge 
and advises us that any mail sent 
to him for forwarding on this day 
will have the cachets applied and 
mailed. It is needless to state 
that all envelopes must be fully 
addressed and prepaid to Mr. Bush. 
The cachet is the shape of a Key- 
stone, neatly lettered. A wings 
cachet and sticker will also be ap- 
plied. Bellfonte is the Government 
Experimental Port for lighting, 
radio, air and wave beacons, etc. 


Atlanta, Ga.-Miami, Florida 

On Saturday, December 1, 1928, 
air mail service will start over C. 
A. M. Route 25, Atlanta, Georgia, 
through Jacksonville, Florida, to 
Miami, Florida, and return over 
same route. Special cachets will be 
used in the three cities mentioned 
on this date only.

El Paso, Texas Air Mail 

The secretary of the El Paso 
Stamp Club states that it is an- 
ticipated that air mail service will 
be inaugurated from El Paso, both 
east and west in the near future. 
It is rumored that the service will 
go west to Los Angeles and east 
to some point in Texas. Collec- 
tors who will send covers for de- 
spatch on this route may address 
them to “El Paso Stamp Club, 
Box 11, El Paso, Texas,” and the 
Club will see that the covers go 
on the first flight when the route 
is opened.

Clubs sends us this information in 
an air mail cover that is without 
question one of the prettiest and 
most novel covers that it has ever 
been our pleasure to receive. 





Peruvian Air Mail 

An air mail service has been es- 
tablished between Talara and 
Lima, Peru. Letters mailed in this 
country and dispatched on vessels 
leaving New York on November 8 
and every second Thursday there- 
after can go over this route. Post- 
age fee is 25 cents for each half 
ounce or fraction thereof in addi- 
tion to regular postage fee. 


October Air Mail Poundage 


Twenty air routes now under 
contract with the postoffice depart- 
ment carried 423,888 pounds of air 
mail in September while the Octo- 
ber figures increased to 467,422 
pounds. 


Guatemala Air Mail 


Preparations are being made for 
the establishment of an Air Mail 
Route in Guatemala. The plans 
are to start this fall, the route 
will be from Guatemala City to 
Flores, capital of the province of 
El Petan. The line will cover a 
distance of only 250 miles. Three 
Ryan monoplanes are now at 
Guatemala City ready for the start 
of this service, just as soon as 
some minor details are worked out. 

At the present time it requires 
from 10 to 20 days to make the 
overland trip from Guatemala City 
to Flores, and then one must travel 
through British Honduras. When 
the planes start, the trip over high 
mountains, voleanic craters and al- 
most impassable jungles will be 
made in three hours. Thus the 
air planes will gain another 
triumph. 

A public subscription of $40,000 
for the purchase of the planes for 
this service was raised in a very 
short time. Two of Guatemalas 
military pilots will fly this route,

Air Mail Is Safe 

Statistics of the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce show that 
mail planes in the past year have 
averaged one fatality in 1,400,000 
miles flown. National Air Trans- 
port, one of the leading mail con- 
tract companies have flown 3,000,- 
000 miles in air mail service since 
May 1926, with but two fatal 
crashes. 


Speeding Up The Mails 

Letters from New York to San 
Francisco travel much faster today 
than they did in 1850 when it 
took three days by rail and 21 
days by stage between the two 
points. By 1860 the time had been 
cut to two and a half days by rail 
to St. Joseph where the pony ex- 
press carried on to the western 
terminus in another eight days. In 
1876 special trains made the trip 
in 100 hours flat. Little progress 
was made in the next fifty years 
in cutting the speed for by 1923 
the train time had been reduced to 
only ninety-one hours. With the 
advent of air mail service the time 
was reduced to about one-third of 
train time or thirty-two hours.

taro the chief historical shrine of 
Mexico. The Mexican Republic 
was born here when plotters, who 
have become heroes, planned the 
overthrow of Spain’s power. Later 
Queretaro lived amid more great 
days when Maximilian and his 
handful of defenders were cap- 
tured, tried and executed on the 
hill where the Austrians have built 
a memorial. 

The operating schedule on the 
most recent northern extension of 
this line is as follows:

Toledo Stamp Co. a8 Toledo, Ohio 
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The issuance of a stamp next 
year to commemorate the anni- 
versary of St. Joan of Are’s lift- 
ing of the siege of Orleans has 
brought up the topic of “religious 
stamps.” There is searcely a 
country which has not, at some 
time in its history, issued a stamp 
commemorating or bearing the im- 
print of a religious subject. 

The oldest stamp of record of 
this kind was issued in 1849 by 
the Canton of Geneva and bore a 
cross. It was soon adopted by the 
Swiss post. In 1852, the Papal 
States produced a stamp bearing 
the papal arms and the keys of 
Peter. This was followed, in turn, 
by Venezuela which on the occa- 
sion of the fourth centenary of 
the discovery of America, approved 
a stamp depicting the planting of 
the cross on the new hemisphere. 

On the occasion of the exposition 
of Brussels, in 1896, stamps ap- 
peared bearing the image of St. 
Michael expelling Satan; and, that 
same year, Portuguese stamps 
honored St. Gabriel, protector of 
Vasco de Dama. In 1899, Malta 
reproduced the scene of St. Paul’s 
shipwreck, followed last year with 
ancther honoring the Apostle to 
the Gentiles. 

St. Martin giving his cloak to 
the beggar furnished the theme 
for Begian stamps in 1910, and 
the same year, Mexico reproduced 
on her postage the celebration of 
Mass on the Mountain of the 
Cross. The 1915 stamp of Pana- 
ma pictured the cell of St. Dominic 
and in 1921, an effigy of the Bles- 
sed Virgin appeared on Hungarian 
stamps. German stamps of 1924 
were oranmented with pictures of 
the Cologne cathedral. Italy had 
special stamps in 1924, 1925 and 
1926 commemorating respectively 
the third centenary of the Propa- 
ganda, the Holy Year and the 
Franciscan centenary. 

The list is far from complete. 
Some others that might be men- 
tioned are the Virgin Isles, whose 
stamps bore an effigy of St. 
Ursula; the St. Teresa stamp of 
Spain; Guatemala’s picture of its 
cathedral; Costa Rica’s Cathedral 
of Nicova; stamps commemorating 
the Independence of 1810 issued 
by San Salvador and Argentine 
and representing the priests who 
assisted the combatants: Ireland’s 
cross of St. Patrick and the sword 
of fire; St. Peter protector of fish- 
ermen, issued by St. Pierre and 
Miquelon; the Christ of the Andes, 
Issued by Chili and Argentine; and 
Notre Dame de Paris and Mont- 
Saint-Michel, issued by France. 

The new Belgian stamps will 
carry a picture of the Abbey of 
Orval and the Roman catacombs 
will illustrate the next issue of 
Spanish stamps.
